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Hereas 1 have lately __ you in apublick Meeting, that you are no Chriſtians, and that 
your Friends of the Miniltry are meer Impoſtors , which Charge you bave endeavouredgo 
evade with various put-offs, Alleaging that it was beſides the Buſineſs of the day; which is 
manifeſtly falſe : for, was it not the Buſineſs of the day to examine the Charge againſt 
Tho. licks? And was not this the firſt Article in your written Charge againſt him, that he 
writ a Dialogue between a Quaker and a Chriſtian ? Ngw this being the firſt general Article, what could be more 
material in orderto his Vindication than for him to prove (or ſome one in his behalf, and the behalf of Chri- 
Rianity it ſelf) chat you are no Chriſtians, nor worthy to bear ſo venerable a name ? and if this be made manifeſt 
ic c be-no fault ro oppole a Zuaker to a Chriſtian, 

Bur when [ ill inforced chis Charge, and by ſeveral motives preſſed you to vindicate the honour of your 
Profeſſion, by reſponding to what 1 had objefted againſt you. #/il. Pen ftands up and makes a Confeſſion of 
his Faith in Scripture expreſſions, which while you declaredly own ſuch Books (wricen by Quakers) as contain 
in them Doctrines no way reconcilable to Scipture-Language, or Chriſtian-Religion, butare deſtructive both 
of the one and the other, as | am ready to prove, it plainly ſhews that this Confeſſion was but a meer Equivoca- 
tion (an oldart of Deceivers ; who by good words and fair ſpeeches do the more effeQually beguile the hearts of the 
Simple and leſs wary Hearers) for, whart if your Diſcourſes and Confeſſions of Faith be cloathed with Scripture- 
Language now more than formerly, this doth but render thoſe Confeſlions to be groſs Equivocations, utlels you 
will renounce your formee vile, abſurd, and nonſenſical Opinions , which I proved to your Face do make yoid 
all rules of Chriſtian Faith and Praftice, And when by force of Argument I had driven you to that ſtrait that 
you could make no reply, and finding my felt | under ſome indiſpoſition of body after nigh {1x hours diſcourſe 
with three of you, | thought it adviſable to quit the Meeting ; which you making lo il] an improvement of, 
for want of better Arguments Will. Pen crying out (as if he had been among the Boys in Mozr- fields) They run, 
they run ; others of you report as if 1 ran from the Charge, as being afraid or aſham'd to own it ; | lay, 
vour lo baſe and inlolent behaviour in my abſence, who had nothing to the purpoleto anſwer in my pre- 
lence, gives me the occalion to let you know, that I am neither affraid nor aſhamed to make full proof of 
what I have charged upon you, it you dare appoint a Time and Place for that purpole. And then appoint 
whom you will to Diſpute the matter with me; provided none be admitred to ſpeak but us rwo, unleſs it 
be to corre ary diſorders either in the Diſpurants or Auditors ; as alſo that a certain hour be agreed on for 
the beginning, and another for the ending of the Diſputation for that day ; and that neither party ſhall ex- 
ceed the limates of that time ſoagreed on, unleſs it be by mutual conſent. 

Upon theſe terms I earneſtly requeſt a Meeting with yeu to prove theſe two things againſt you, 

7, That you are no Chziſtians, what ever you pretend. 

2, That your Friends of the Piniſtry ( as you phraſe ic ) are Ympoſtozs, Falſe-Prophets, 

and menof iying Spirits. | | | 

Now if you ſhall notby all this be prevailed upon to meet according tothis Requeſt, 1 hope you will 
not take itunkindlyif I conclude, thac you that talk ſo much of the Light, care not how lictle you come at 
it, leſt your folly ſhould be made manifeſt ; bur if you take this for an unkind Concluſion, 1 hope this will 
leaſe you (viz) that what ever you ſay of me, I ſhall pray that God would Convert you to Chriſtianity ; and
